THE OLD JONES TILE MILL 


w In a biographical sketch of John A. Jones (deceased), 
written under date of June 19, 1948, and on file in the 
Kendallville Public Library, there is the following paragraph: 

“Pomeroy =. Jones, son of the Rev. Cornelius Jones, was 
born in Pennsylvania in 16832. He moved in 1§45 to Noble Co., 
Ind., where he farmed several years. During the Civil War he 
operated a gen. store at Wawaka, Noble County. In 1865 he 
purchased a sawmill at Etna Green, Kosciusko County, and in 
1873 moved his business to a site 6 miles nort.east of Kendall- 
ville, in Noble County. He also began mfg. brick and tile on 
his farm, his tile factory having been the first in Noble County. 
He cont. active in the business many years, retiring a short 
time prior to his death, which occurred in Kendallville, Apr.12, 
18°00. His wife, Luthenia Margaret (Gallup) Jones, who was 
bam at Gheriekatlsyelivineston-Co., N. Y., Jan. 31, 15638; 
died in Kendallville in 1919. Both are buried in Lakeview 

; Cemenhery, at Kendallville. They were the parents of 3 children: 

YU (1) Albie A., who died in 1884. She was the wife of S. C. Franks. 
(2) Rufus, who died Aug. 1, 1939 at Colorado Springs, Colo., 
where he is buried. He was a resident of Colorado Springs. 
(3) John Austins” 

In an attempt to trace the history of this tile mill I 
was fortunate to have the opportunity to talk to Mr. Claude 
Smith. Following is the recollection of Mr. Smith. 

Pomeroy ©. Jones did one time own the farm and operated, 
first, a sawmill, next a brick and tile plant, and last just 
a tile mill. I!Ir. Jones sold the farm to James Childs. A stip- 
ulation was put into the sales contract to the effect that 
five acres, the site of the tile mill, were to be retained 
under lease arrangements for the continued use of the owner 
of the operator of the mill. The provision of the sale further 


cr 


(The Old Jones Tile }7ill, cont'd) 

provided that when the tile plant discontinued operation the 
five acres were to become a part of the original farm and the 
lease arrangements were to terminate. 

James Child sold or caused the title to be transferred to 
his son John Childs. John Childs sold to John P. Smith. 

Claude Smith, 2a son of the latter, bought the title from the 
heirs of the John P. Smith Estafe. 

Claude remembers from hearsay that Pomeroy E. Jones did 
first operate a sawmill. hr. Jones also made brick for a few 
years but soon dropped brick production and made only tile. 

He remembers that Jesse DeVoe, father of Claude DeVoe, operated 
the plant for a number of years. In respect to the ownership, 
the following historical references, taken from the STANDARD 
(Kendallville), on the dates shown, are sirgnitant and interest- 
ing. 

In the December 15, 1881 issue there was an advertisement 
with a printer's parenthetical date, this apparently for use 
of the printer for bookkeeping convenience, of November 25, 1880, 
to the effect that John L. Gallup at the I X L drain tile and 
mill yard, 3 miles northeast of Kendallville was offering his 
products for sale. 

In the December 29, 1&1 issue there was this news item. 
"Tile Works, brick works and sawmill of John Gallup 3 miles 
northeast of this city under the superjtendency of Mr. Rk. C. Jones 
has done a very extensive business the past year. fir. Gallup 
has employed about 18 men continually at these works, who do 
all. their dtrading sin ithisscitya 

January 4, 1883, R. C. Jones & Co. tile manufacturers, 
were offering prizes for the best bushel of corn. 

January 25, 1883, R. C. Jones & Co. move their offices 
to their mill 3 miles northeast of Kendallville. 

On January 6, 1899 was this, “For the next thirty days 
only, I will sell all sizes drain tile at my factory four miles 


northeast of Kendallville at 20 per cent discount from regular

fi list price, for cash. Will take apprdved notes on time, with 
oy, interest at six per cent. Call quick if you want to secure 
bargains." (Signed, W. R. DeVoe) 

Claude Smith was a young man living near the tile mill 
when it was operated by W. R. DeVoe. He has these recollections. 

There was an area that had a deposit of a special kind 
of clay that was suitable for kiln burning and firing. Work- 
men picked the clay loose by hand and shoveled it onto a dump 
cart. The mill had an old, well-trained horse named "Charley" 
to whom the job of pulling the loaded cart was assigned. 
Charley, without the assistance of rein or driver, took the 
loaded cart up a long incline where at the top a workman 
waited to dump the cart, turn Charley around, and send him 
back for another load. 

The raw clay was put through a grinder and then forced 
into molds for tile. As the tile came out of the machine, it 
was cut into desired lengths with a device consisting of noth- 

f ing more than several strands of fine wire stretched across 

U a wooden frame. The process would have simulated the present 
day method of cutting off a slice of cheese. As each unit 
was cut off, it was set on end on a rack that was moved by 
means of a hand-powered cart to the drying, room. Here the 
freshly cut tile dried for several weeks by natural cir- 


culation of air: 

After sufficiently dried, the tile were pushed by hand 
cart to the kiln for final baking. The biln was made of 
brick, and fir. Smith remembers it as being twenty to thirty 
feet in diameter. The kiln was fired by burning, wood. 

It is also remembered that there were some seven or eight 
men employed the year around when the plant was in normal 
operation. There were houses on the property and the families 
of the employees lived on the mill site. The tile production 
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(The Old Jones Tile Mill, cont'd) 
was usually carried on through the summer months, and in the 
winter the men would cut wood for the mill use, as well as 
for their own use. 
Drain tile, of course, was essential in the manafrement 
of any properly managed farm. ‘There was scarcely a farm 
that could not be improved by the drainage of wet-lands. The 
STANDARD, July 16, 1673, carried this news item. 
“Clay tile is being brought into requisition for drain- 
ape purposes on Mitchell Street. The tile used is manufactured 
ins Corruna, .s ica” 
by the vear 1915 the tile mill had ceased production and 
the provisions of the holdout clause, mentioned above, became 
effective. The remaining buildings were removed and the land 
now lies as left by the mill operators. 
This is the story of Pomeroy's tile mill, the P K 
(preacher's kid), who was born in Pennsylvania in 1832, 
migrated west in 1°45, stopped for a few years in Kosciasko 
County to build a sawmill, tried his hand ina store in 
Wawaka, Indiana, during Civil War days, then came to Noble 
County and retired from his tile mill in 1880.

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=<l HE ancestry of James Laird de Vou and his wife, Margelia Emmons 
| (Mackay) de You, of Wilmington, Delaware, covers old and notable 
| Cotonial American families in whose names stand distinguished contri- 
butions to the creation of a nation. The lines traced herein constitute 
2 heritage whose inspirational value to the present is as great as the 
service rendered the common good in generations long past. 

The paternal ancestry of James Laird (3) de Vou is traced to the 
Huguenot ancestor, Frederick (1) de Veaux or de Vaux, who arrived in the ‘“New World” 
in 1675. His brother, Nicholas de Vaux or de Veaux, as his name was recorded, arrived 
in New York a year earlier, and coincidentally, the latter was one of the ancestors of Mar- 
gelia Emmons (Mackay) de Vou, wife of James Laird (3) de Vou. Both of these line- 
ages trace back to old Colonial and Dutch ancestors. These French Huguenots, who 
found a haven in Mannheim. Germany, are the progenitors of a fine lineage which inter- 
married with the families of the early Dutch settlers, as well as those of English back- 
ground, the memories and landmarks of which are rapidly being replaced. However, 
the knowledge that these early pioneers were the founders of what is now the largest 
city in the United States, and whose deeds will never “fade away,” is an enviable heritage 
to be handed down to future generations. 

The surname de Vou, as it is now used, is one of many variants of the ancient French- 
Latin place name for the “‘vales”’, vaux, plural of val, a vale or valley, and the Latin vall-is. 
Early records show the name spelled de Veaux, de Vaux, etc. 


(H. Harrison: “Surnames of the United Kingdom.”) 


I. Frederick (1) de Veaux or de Vaux, as the name is spelled in different records, was 
born ina section of the Walloon district of France about 1653, and died at the homie of his 
son, Frederick de Veaux, Jr., which was historically recorded as the “Cromwell Farm” in 
the Manor of Morrisania, New York, in 1743, at the venerable age of ninety years. With 
his parents, brothers: Nicholas (q.v.), Daniel and Jacob, they located in Mannheim, Ger- 
many. With a number of other French refugees, he left the Lower Palatinate, because 
of the conflicting troubles there, and came, via England, to join his brother, Nicholas, who 
had preceded him to America. The passport of Frederick de Veaux, which he brought 
from Mannheim, was in German and was dated there February 23, (0.s.) 1675. At the 
time of his arrival in America he was a widower. He settled in Harlem, New Amsterdam, 
but, about 1683, removed to Fordham Manor in Westchester, where he located on land 
which his second wife had received from her father. It was located along the bank of the 


Harlem River in the vicinity of what is now One Hundred and Forty-ninth Street, in New 
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York City, and was known as “de Vou’s Point.” Frederick (1) de Veaux was a member 
of the Night Watch in Harlem in the Indian Alarm. On June 13, 1721, he deeded his 
land to his son, Frederick, Jr., at which time he probably went to reside with his daughter, 
Susannah Nodine, in New Rochelle. 

Frederick (i) de Veaux or de Vaux married (first), but this wife’s name is not 
known. She died before he came to America. He married (second), at Harlem, New 
York, June 24, 1677, Esther Tourneur. Tourneur II.) Children, all by the second

II. Benjamin de Vou, as the name came to be spelled in this and succeeding genera- 
tions, youngest son of Frederick (1) and Esther (Tourneur) de Veaux or de Vaux, was 
born at Fordham Manor about 1703, and died at Newcastle County, Delaware, between 
January 29, 1772, and March 14, of that same year, when his will was dated and proved. 
An abstract reads: 


Benjamin devou, Husbandman, County and Hundred of New Castle 

To daughter Mary wife of Isaac Cannon—two hundred pounds 

To grandson Benjamin Devou all land whereon I now dwell he paying 100 pounds equally 
between his four brothers; Isaac... David... Daniel... and Jasper .. . at their respective ages 
of twenty-one years or day of marriage. 

If grandson Benjamin de Vou died then to his brothers. 

To son Freverick Devou my wearing apparel. 

To wife Catherine. 

Grandson Benjamin under age twenty-one years. 

Excrs. My son Frederick and my wife Catherine. 


Widow Catherine de Vou renounced the executorship, March 14,1772. Shortly after his 
marriage, in 1726, Benjamin de You, of Westchester, New York, became interested in 
land transactions in Newcastle County, Delaware:

October 21, 1776, Frederick de Vou was among a list of Prisoners taken by Col. Haslet’s 
men who surprised Major Roberts and his regiment. (See Vol. 2 of “Delaware Archives.’) Col. 
Haslet was the American Commander, Maj. the British. However, a ‘Verified list of persons who 
took the oath of Fidelity before Robert Bryan, Esq., August 19, 1778’ includes the name of Fred- 
erick Devou and proves that he embraced the American Cause. The original of the photostat is in 
the Hall of Records, Dover, Delaware. Leon de Valinger, assistant archivist, had the photostatic 
copy made in June, 1940, for Mary R. de Vou, great-great-granddaughter of Frederick De Vou, 
born August 9, 1731, died March 18, 1804.

IV. Isaac de Vou, son of Frederick (2) and Esther or Hester (Cannon) de Vou, 
was born in New Castle County, Delaware, July 9, 1759, died November 24, 1824, and 
is buried in the Old Swedes Churchyard, Wilmington, Delaware. The inscription on his 
tombstone reads: 


In memory of Isaac Devou, who departed 
this life Nov. 24, 1824, aged 65 years. 


An abstract of his will reads:

At the time of the death of his maternal grandfather, Isaac Cannon, who died in- 
testate, and in the settlement of his affairs, the children of Esther or Hester (Cannon) 
Devou were allowed to choose their guardians. Isaac devou was recorded as follows: 


Isaac Devou a minor son of Frederick Devou chose his father Frederick Devou te be his 
guardian, who was also appointed guardian of his minor sons David Devou and Jesse Devou.

In the application papers for membership in the Pennsylvania Society, Sons of the 
American Revolution, by his great-grandson, Jamcs Laird (3) de Vou, Isaac de Vou 
is recorded as. having served as a private in the Revolutionary War with the Delaware 
Troops. 

Isaac de Vou married about 1784, Sarah Laird, daughter of James and Mary (Pyle) 
Laird, and granddaughter of William and Betty (Chadds) Pyle. Sarah Laird was bora 
June 6, 1760, and died June 8, 1832. Children:

V. Captain James Laird (1) de Vou, son of Isaac and Sarah (Laird) de Vou, was 
born April 7, 1793, and died September 12, 1865. Governor Charles Polk, of Delaware, 
conferred the title of “captain” on him July 16, 1827, when he was in command of a com- 
pany of light artillery called “The Citizens’ Guard,” which was attached to the First Regi- 
ment. He was an original vestryman of St. Andrew's Protestant Episcopal Church, at 
Wilmington, Delaware, having been elected April 12, 1830. 

Captain James Laird (1) de Vou married, at the Asbury Methodist Episcopal 
Church, Wilmington Delaware, October 26, 1816, Ruth Dingee Wade, who was born 
January 1, 1795, and died March 31, 1866, daughter of Samuel and Mary Wade. Among 
their children was a son:

VI. James Laird (2) de Vou, son of James Laird (1) and Ruth Dingec (Wade) de 
Vou, was born January 13, 1821, and died February 18, 1902. He was educated at the 
“Old Academy,” Wilmington, Delaware, after which he entered his business career, en- 
gaging in the fields of real estate, banking and brokerage. He was an aggressive and alert 
business pioneer, and according to an account in an old local newspaper: 


. .. in cooperation with Joshua T. Heald, a director of the Mechanics Bank and proprietor of a 
modest bookstore in Wilmington, conceived the idea of starting a national bank with a capital 
of $100,000. After an interview by Mr. Heald with the Secretary of the Treasury at Washington, 
the project developed into the conversion of the old Mechanics Bank into the First National Bank 
of Wilmington, and as such it was launched with a capital of $300,000, opening its doors for busi- 
ness on July 4, 1864, in the old building on the corner of Fourth and Market Streets, until the 
completion of the Clayton House at Fifth and Market, in which the new institution was housed 
as Delaware’s first National Bank, and as No. 473 in the United States, a part of one of the best 
banking systems in the world. 


Mr. de Vou was a director of the Wilmington and Western Railroad, and the West- 
ern Car Company, and was associated with the Indianapolis, Bloomington and Western 
Railroad Company. He was an outstanding Republican and was always actively inter- 
ested in local, state and national activities.

VII. James Laird (3) de Vou, son of James Laird (2) and Anna (Yarnall) de 
Vou, was born at Wilmington, Delaware, December 11, 1873. Following his graduation 
from the Wilmington Friends’ School in 1890, he matriculated at Sheffield Scientific 
School, Yale University, graduating in 1893, and later attended the University of Michi- 
gan. He wasa brilliant student and prize winner at college at both Yale and Ann Arbor, 
in both of which he was offered positions to teach, which he refused. He became associ- 
ated with the Pennsylvania Railroad for a time at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, when he 
joined the American Bridge Company, with which he served for a period of nearly thirty- 
five years, retiring in 1938. During these years of service, he had charge of the steel con- 
struction of the Huey P. Long Bridge over the Mississippi River at New Orleans, Louisi- 
ana. Also, in the reconstruction of the Bessemer and Lake Erie Railroad Bridge across 
the Allegheny River at Fourteen Mile Island, near Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. Mr. de Vou 
supervised the moving of a span, fourteen hundred feet long and weighing thirteen million 
pounds, a distance of seventeen feet in twenty-five minutes, which was considered a record 
feat in engineering. He was engincer in charge of the construction of the huge hangar 
at Akron, Ohio, from which the later ill-fated Akron made its maiden flight. The wife 
of President Herbert Hoover was sponsor at the event, christening the ship by releasing 
a snow white dove. 

Mr. de Vou is a member of the American Society of Civil Engineers, of Pittsburgh, 
Pennsylvania, of which he was elected president in 1923, with R. V. Porter as vice-presi- 
dent; and was president of the Western Chapter for two years. He is a member of the 
Duquesne Club, the Pittsburgh Athletic, Pittsburgh University, Union, Shanopin Country, 
Pittsburgh Golf, and the Longview Country clubs. He is a member of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, the Society of Americans of Royal Descent, Society of Colonial 
Wars, the Knights of the Garter, the Magna Carta Barons, and the Huguenot Society.

VII. James Laird de Vou (4), son of James Laird (3) and Margelia Emmons 
(Mackay) de Vou, was born in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, August 16th, 1907. He at- 
tended Shadyside School in Pittsburgh, then went to Culver Military Academy, and the 
Tome School for Boys near Baltimore, Maryland, where he prepared for college, and 
attended the University of Pittsburgh, majoring in business economics. After his college 
course, he entered the brokerage firm of Holmes and Company in Pittsburgh, in which 
office he rose to the position of margin manager. Later, he accepted a position with the 
Norton Company, of Worcester, Massachusetts. They transferred him as their Central 
Western representative. Later, he returned to New England, where he formed his own 
company, with offices in Boston, under the name of Laird de Vou, Incorporated. His 
firm acts as consulting mechanical engineers and manufacturers agents, specializing in

abrasives. He is a member of the Boston Engineers Club, of the Longview Country 
Club of Pittsburgh; is president of the Quincy Chapter, Sons of the American Revolution, 
and is vice president of its State organization.

I. Philip Yarnall, earliest known ancestor of this branch of the family, came to Amer- 
ica with his brother, Francis Yarnall, in 1683. His home was in Claines, Worcestershire, 
England, and he died in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, about 1734. It is believed that they 
were members of the Society of Fricnds before leaving England, and both brothers joined 
the Springfield Monthly Meeting on their arrival here. He settled on a tract of one hun- 
dred acres in Bucks County, Pennsylvania, but later removed to Middletown, Pennsyl- 
vania, where he joined the Middletown Monthly Meeting.

Like his cousin, Mordecai Yarnall, son of 
Francis Yarnall, he became one of the leading ministers among the Quakers and was a 
member of the Middletown Monthly Meeting. 

Nathan Yarnall married (first), October 13, 1731, Rachel Jackson, who was born 
July 10, 1710, and died April 11, 1749, daughter of Ephraim and Rachel (Newlin) Jack- 
son. Rachel Newlin was a daughter of Nicholas Newlin, of Concord, Chester County, 
Pennsylvania, who was a member of the Provincial Council, 1685-1699, and a justice of 
the Chester County court from 1683. Nathan Yarnall married (second), May 10, 1750, 
Hannah Mendenhall, who was born January 19, 1719-20, and died August 19, 1760, 
daughter of Benjamin and Lydia (Roberts) Mendenhall.
